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PREFACE. 


MAN, by the Conftruftin of ts Body, 
and Diſpoſition of his Mind, is a Creature formed for 
Society. The Body being ſubjet to Infirmity and Diſeaſe, 
is expoſed to Difficulties that would involve him in Deſpair 
and Death, but for the friendly Aid of his fellow Mortal, 
whoſe ſympathetic Nature prompts him to cheer and alle- 
viate the Anguiſh of an afflifted Brother. The Mind, 
a much more exalted and active Principle, would ſuffer 
much in its Energy, and more in its Enjoyments, was it 
denied the mutual Comforts and Advantages of Society, — 
Hence come the Utility and Neceſſity of Aſſociations of this 
Nature, which, when conducted with Prudence and 


Frugality, cannot well fail to produce the moſt beneficial 
Conſequences. 


The Viciſſitudes to which Mankind are liable, are as 
numerous as they are various, and happen to the Wiſe 
and Good, as well as to the Inconfiderate ; it is a Duty 
therefore every one owes to the Community at large, to 
encourage every Attempt calculated to ſoften and relieve 
the Wants of ethers, whil/t it holds out the ſame Proſpect 
to themſelves, ſheuld the Providence of Almighty God 
reduce them to Circumſtances requiring it.

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As there are alſo Diverſities of Diſpoſutions. among ſt 
Men, which, though in a general Point of View, are 
wiſely ordained, as they much contribute to the Happineſs 
of the Whole; yet in ſelect Societies, much Diſcord and 
_ Diſorder may ariſe, from an ingiſcriminate Admiſſion 
- of Members ; to prevent which, as much as may be, this 
Society have determined to admit none but fuch as are 
recommended for Sobriety, and who ſhall be a Principal, 
or Maſter, in his reſpective Profeſſion. Many of this 
Deſcription, living in. a comfortable Competency, while 
Health has been afforded them, have, with their Families, 
by Sickneſs, endured many galling Difficulties — but when 
Death has put a Period to the Head and Hope of the 
Family, involved in Penury and Woe, what Language 
can convey the Horrors of their  Situation—Pity bleeds at 
the mournful Sight, and Sympathy drops a Tear at a 
Scene ſo deplerable. Then, aſſuredly, ſuch a Proviſion as 
is intended by this Inſtitution, muft prove, in many 
Caſes, a moſt ſeaſonable Relief. 


Nor can we let flip fo ſuitable an Occaſion to expreſs, 
thus publickly and unequivocally, our affeftionate Loyalty 
to the King, and our fincere Attachment to the Conflitu- 
tion, —lIn fine, it the Intention of this Society, to alleviate 
the Diftreſſes, and, by pecuniary Aid, to aſſiſt each other, 
ftriftly conformable to the following Rules.
